Roosevelt in opening the conference, at 
ihc.JVM!fi_H.o.use foi- the consideration 
of the. question of the conservation of 
the national .resources of the country, 
spoke In part as folio\vs: 


"This conference on the conservation 


of natural resources is in 
.effect 
a 


meeting of the representatives of. all 
the people of the United States called 
to consider the weightiest 
problem 


v;o\v before the nation; and the occa- 
sion for the meeting lies in the faet 
that the natural resources of our coun- 
try are in danger of exhaustion if we 
permit the old wasteful methods of ex- 
ploiting them longer lo continue. 


"Our position in the world has been 


attained by Ihe extent and thorough- 
ness of the control we have achieved 
over nature; but we are more, and 
not less, dependent upon wbat she fur- 
nishes than at any previous time of 
history since, the days 
'of 
primitive 


man. 


"Tbe steadily increasing 
drain 


these natural resources has promoted 
to an extraordinary degree the com- 
plexity of our industrial and 
social 


life. 
Moreover, this unexampled 
de- 


velopment hns had a determining effect 
upon Ihc character and opinions of our 
people. The demand for elllciency in 
the great task has given us vigor, cf 
feetiveness, decision and power, and a 
capaeity for achievement, which in ils 
own lines has never yet been matched. 


"Tliis nation began with the belief 


that its landed possessions were illim- 
itable and capable of supporting all the 
people who might care to make, 
our 


country their home; .but_ already 
the 


limit of .undented land is in .sight, ant! 
indeed, but little land- lilted for agri- 
culture. nOw remains unoccupied save 
what can bo reclaimed by irrigation 
aiid drainage. We bega-n \v[th an un- 
approached heritage of foreals; more 
than half of the -timber is gone. AYe 
began with coal fields more extensive 
than those of any other nation, and 
with Iron ores regarded as inexhaitsli- 
ble. and many now declare that the 
end of both iron and coal is in sight, 


"Our natural waterways 
are 
noi 


gone, but they have' been so injuret 
by neglect, and by the division of re- 
sponsibility and utter lack of systen 
in dealing with (hem, that there is lesi 
navigtuion on them now Iban there 
was 50 years ago. Finally, we began 
with soils of unexampled ferlillty 
an< 


we have.so impoverished ibem by in- 
judicious use and by failing lo check 
erosion that their crop producing pou'- 
er is diminishing instead of increas 
ing. 


"Xo wise tise of

of the question of the conservation of 
the national resources of the country, 
spoke in part as follows: 


"This conference on the conservation 


of natural resources is in 
effect 
a 


meeting of the representatives of all 
the people oC the United Stales called 
to consider the weightiest 
problem 


now before the nation; and the occa- 
sion for the mooting lies in the fact 
that the natural resources of our coun- 
try are in danger of exhaustion if \ve 
permit the oid wasteful methods of ex- 
ploiting thorn longer to continue. 


"Our position in the world has been 


attained by the extent and thorough- 
ness of the control we have achieved 
over nature; but we are more, and 
not kss, dependent upon what stio fur- 
nishes than at any previous time of 
history since the clays 
of 
primitive 


man. 


"The steadily increasing 
drain 
on 


these natural resources has promoted 
to an extraordinary degree the com- 
plexity of our industrial and 
social 


life. 
Moreover, this unexanipl f' fl 
de- 


velopment has had a determining effect 
upon the character and opinions of our 
people. 
The demand ior 


liin great task has givim us vigor, ef- 
fectiveness, decisif,yi and power, and a 
capacity for achievement which in in- 
owh lines lias never yet been matched. 


"This nation began with the belief 


that its landed possessions were illim- 
itable and capable of supporting a'l 
people who might care to make 
oui 


country their homr-- hut already _ Lhe 
limit of unsettled land is in sight, and 
indeed, but little land fitted for agri- 
culture now remains unoccupied save 
what /can be 
and drainage. 
approa c;hed heritage of forests; more 
than half of the timber is gone.

began with coal fields more extensive 
than those of any other nation, and 
with iron ores regarded as inexhausti- 
ble, and many now declare that the 
end of both iron and coal is in sight.

in astonishing rate. In 1907 the pro- 
uction was about 450.000,000 tons.

highly capable by its admirable work.

meeting of the representatives of all 
the people of the United States called 
to consider the weightiest 
problem 


now before the nation; and the occa- 
sion for the meeting lies in the fact 
that the natural resources of our coun- 
try arc in danger of exhaustion If we 
permit the old wasteful methods of ex- 
ploiting them longer to continue. 


"Our position in the world has been 


attained by the extent and thorough- 
ness of the control we have achieved 
over nature; but we are more, and 
not less, dependent upon what she fur- 
nishes than ut any previous time of 
history since the days 
of 
primitive 


man. 


"The s&eauily increasing 
drain 
on 


these natural resources has promoted 
to an extraordinary degree the com- 
plexity of our industrial and 
social 


life. 
Moreover, this unexampled 
de- 


velopment has had a determining effect 
upon the character and opinions of our 
people. The demand for efficiency in 
the great task has given us vigor, ef- 
fectiveness, decision and power, and a 
capacity for achievement which in its 
invn lines has never yet been matched. 


"This nation began with the belief 


that its landed possessions were illim- 
itable and capable of supporting all the 
people who might care to make 
our 


country their home; but already 
the 


limit of unsettled land is in blyiu, and, 
indeed, but little land fitted for agri- 
culture now remains unoccupied save 
what can be reclaimed by irrigation 
and drainage. We began with an un- 
approached heritage of forests; more 
than half of the timber is gone. Wo 
began with coal fields more extensive 
than those of any other nation, and 
with iron ores regarded as inexhausti- 
ble, and many/ now declare that the 
end of both iron and coal is in Eight. 


"Our natural waterways 
are 
not 


gone, but they have been so injured 
by neglect, and by the division ot re- 
sponsibility and utter lack of 
system 


in dealing with them, that there is less 
navigation on them now than there 
was 50 years ago. 
Finally, we began 


with soils of unexampled fertility and 
we have so impoverished them by In- 
judicious use and by failing to check 
erosion that their crop producing pow- 
er .is diminishing instead of increas- 
ing. 


"No wise use of 
a. farm exhausts 


Its fertility. 
So with the forests. 
Wo 


are over the verge of a timber fam- 
ine In this country, and it is unpar- 
donable for the nation or the states 
to permit any further cutting of our 
timber save in accordance with a sys- 
tem which will provide that the next 
generation shall see the 
timber 
in- 


creased instead of diminished. 
* "We can 
enormously increase 
our 


transportation facilities by the canali- 
zation of our rivers so as to com- 
plete a great system of waterways on 
the Pacific, Atlantic and gulf coasts. 


and In the Mississippi valley, from the 
great plains to the Alleghanies 
and 


from the northern lakes to the mouth 
of tlic- mighty father of waters. 
It is 


largoly because of this that 1 appoint- 
ed the waterways 
commission 
last 


year 
and that I have sought to per- 


petuate its work." 


CARNEGIE DECRIES WASTE. 


Andrew Carnegie's subject was "The 


Conservation of Ores and Related Min- 
>rals." He said in part: 


"Iron and coal are the foundation 


>f our industrial prosperity. The value 
of each depends upon ttie amount and 
nearness of the other. 


"Coal consumption Is increasing at 


an astonishing rate. In ISO" the pro- 
duction was about 450.000,000 tons. 
At 


the present rate of increase the pro- 
duction in 1D17 will be 900,000.000 tons 
in 1027 
1,800,000,000 tons, and in 1337 


over 3,500.000,000 tons, or an amount 
in that year alone nearly equal to the 
production of the 75 years ending in 
189D. The greater part of that esti- 
mated 
2,000,000.000,000 
tons of 
coa 


forming our original heritage will be 
gono before the end of the next cen- 
tury, say, 200 years hence. 


"Still more wasteful than our pro- 


cesses of mining are our methods of 
consuming coal. Of all the coal burn- 
ed in the power plants of the country 
not more than 5 to 10 per cent, of the 
potential energy is 
actually 
used 


There is at present no known remedi 
for this. 


COPPER NEXT TO IROX. 


"Next to iron, our most useful meta 


copper. 
Although 
production 
i: 


enormous and increasing apace, it fails 
to keep up with the 
demand. 
Unless 


the quantity exceeds the indications, i 
clearly cannot withstand the demand 
which would follow any great reduc 
lion in price. Unless it does so, tin 
use of copper cannot seriously check 
the drain upon our iron resources. 


"Zinc, lead, silver and 
other 
ore 


abound in our rocks, and their produc 
tion 
is 
steadily 
increasing. Neithe 


the original supplies nor the time the> 
will last have been estimated. 
Th 


current and avoidable waste in rnininj 
and reducing these and the copper ore; 
is estimated by experts to average 3 
per cent. 


"It seems to me our duty is: 
"First, conservation of forests, for n 


forests, no long navigable rivers;

rivers, no cheap transportation. - 


Second, 
to systematize our 
wale 


transportation, putting the whole worl 
in the hands of the reclamation ser 
vice, which has already proved itsel 
highly capable by its admirable work 


"Third, conservation of soil. 
Jfor 


than 1,000.000,000 of tons of our rich 
cst soil are swept into the sea everj 
year, clogging the rivers on Its wa 
and filling our harbors."
